Finding the 
NW Passage 


We shall not cease from exploration, 
and the end of all our exploring will 
be to arrive where we started and say

(paraphrased) 


Historically, a search for the North- 
west Passage occupied the time and 
demanded the national resources of 
many European nations. 

In the 1980's, a similar search will 
become the preoccupation of countless 
Gallaudet faculty, staff and students as 
renovation of Gallaudet’s Northwest 
Campus begins. 

What is the shortest route to the 
Northwest? Must one first go south (if 
leaving campus by the KDES or MSSD 
gates) in order to go north? Is the route 
to the Northwest via Florida or across 
New Hampshire? In this quest for the 
Northwest, will individuals go astray 
between Massachusetts and Connec- 
ticut? 

There are, in truth, many ways to 
the Northwest, and no one correct 
route. Each individual may want to ex- 
plore his or her own passage. Beware, 
however, while treking through the 
wilds of residential Washington, of the 
perils of azaleas in the spring, icy 
patches in winter and an occasional 
raccoon or possum whatever the 
season. 


New research center established 


Recognizing the complexity of intra- 
psychic processes and the diversity of 
mental imbalances inherent in human 
beings—not to mention the Gallaudet 
community—the College is attempting 
to make a unique contribution to the 
exploration of inner space through 
establishing a new research Center for 
Cognitive Dissonance (CCD). 

The CCD, along with CADS, 
CSEHD and CSLC (and let us not for- 
get the REC, a part of the SCRL of 
CSLC), is part of the GRI. 

“We hope the new.Center will pro- 
vide a focus for coherence on campus,” 
ee Rave Drypuss, director of the 

Cognitive dissonance cuts across all 
levels, striking both deaf and hearing 
persons alike. However, because of the 
particularly high incidence at Gallaudet 
(the Cognitive Dissonance Syndrome 
[CDS], in fact, was invented here, 
along with the huddle), initial research 
will focus on the unfocused members of 
the Gallaudet community. 

Already, CCD data on disparate dis- 
perceptional dysfunctions have dis- 
played discoveries that dissonant in- 
dividuals’ degrees of dichotomous 
disperception are distinguished by 
displays of diverse degrees of dele- 
terious delerium. In plain English, this 
means that CD victims are subject to 
the Scrambled Brain Effect (SBE), a 
product of sensory overshoot. 


Linguistic conglomeration is noted to 
be a cause of the SBE of CD. For the 


deaf population, the condition is in part 
a result of mental strain induced by at- 
tempting to understand non-fluent 
signers at various levels of incom- 
petence. The syndrome is also exacer- 
bated by deaf persons’ increased sen- 
sitivity to vibrations, which produces the 
Jar Effect (JE). 

In hearing persons, dissonance is 
caused by an attempt to translate 
spoken English language into sign—not 


only ASL but also SEE, TC, SC, S&M,

Asked why so many new students 
are needed at MSSD, Mirthy com- 
plained, “The little buggers just keep 
graduating.” 
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Mirthy is offering a free typewriter to any stu- 
dent enrolling at MSSD within the next three 
hours.

suggestions for an institutional decor for 
the new campus that would be expres- 
sive of the program itself.

Wine and cheese 
will continue 


It has been a long standing tradition 
for the College to sponsor wine and 
cheese receptions for special events, 
distinguished visitors, retiring employees 
and grand openings of new and reno- 
vated buildings. Many employees at- 
tend these receptions mainly to stuff 
themselves so they can economize on 
their home food budgets. 

Due to increasing cost of cheese and 
budget reductions, it was rumored that 
the College would have to reduce dras- 
tically the number of these receptions 
from an average of three a week to 
one a month. But just as it appeared 
that the rumors would prove to be true, 
Gallaudet received a letter from the 
U.S. Department of Agribusiness saying 
that Gallaudet will receive 25,000 
pounds of cheese—FREE. With tons 
and tons of cheese rotting away in 
some silo out in the Midwest, the 
USDA decided to give away all the 
cheese to needy people and organiza- 
tions around the country. 

How the Gallaudet became eligible to 
receive the cheese is not clear. College 
spokesperson Belladonna Woodchip 
surmises that the donation is a symbolic 
assurance by the Big Cheeses in the 
Administration that federal support will 
still be forthcoming for Gallaudet and 
that no one will go hungry. 

Employees are now wondering if the 
cheese is any good since it was stashed 
away for such a long period of time. 
But Dr. Cheddar C. Mozzarella, who 
has already sampled some of the 
cheese and exhibits no additional ab- 
normal characteristics, said that 
“cheese, like good wine, is better when 
it’s aged.”

The committee has, further, made 
the recommendation that it is no longer 
appropriate for the preppies to have a 
rat (yecch!) as their class mascot.

For both groups, one symptom of 
CDS is the inability to process 
acronyms (ACRONYMS). 

The Center for Cognitive Dissonance 
will be studying non-thinking behaviors 
which are very much a part of CD and 
will also develop a series of studies on 
the ability of the impaired brain to 
understand translations of English into 
ASL. A new test, the Gallaudet 
Achievement Related to Basic Linguistic 
Eclecticism (GARBLE), is being 
developed. The test will be required of 
all new employees to determine their 
level of cognitive dissonance and will 
also become part of the faculty sign 
language evaluation. 

The GARBLE test will include the 
ASL equivalent of English tongue 
twisters such as “She sells sea shells by 
the sea shore.”

Unreality Therapy helps MSSD 


The school-wide use of “Unreality 
Therapy,” a problem-avoidance model 
developed by Dr. Filbert Glassy in the 
1970’s, is one way MSSD plans to 
meet its goals of developing total illu- 
sion among the members of its com- 
munity and a more imaginative attitude 
among its students. 

“Life is just too much for staff and 
faculty to handle realistically these 
days, let alone high school students” 
explained MSSD Principle Dr. Wary 
Hockeypuck. 

The school has signed a contract with

Mainstream discovered on campus 


Participation in the Mainstream has 
been an important philosophy of 
Gallaudet as it prepares students for 
challenges awaiting in the large world. 

This participation can now be facili- 
tated in greater depth with the dis- 
covery of an actual Mainstream which 
runs through the center of campus. The 
Mainstream, which has its source some- 
where near the Learning Center, is fed 
by ancillary streams not only from the 
Metropolitan Washington area but from 
around the country as well. 

Students are exuberant about the 
new discovery. “Gallaudet is a good 
place to get your feet wet,” exclaimed 
one preppie student. Preppies may 
soon be using one of the ancillary 
streams to travel to the Northwest 
Campus. 

The discovery has also been made 
that deep within the Mainstream lies a 
fount of knowledge. Students have 
been notified by Alvin Sturgeon, bean 
of Student Affairs, that drinking daily 
from this fount may lead to earlier 
graduation. Student Affairs are also be- 


ing encouraged through communal 
bathing between the hours of 11 p.m.- 
7 a.m. 

Campus planners surmise that the 
Mainstream arose from one of the 16 
Holes of Gallaudet that were dug last 
year in an attempt to find the mission 
of the College. Although one small 
communications barrier has been found 
in the Mainstream, a bridge will be built 
over the barrier to correct this problem. 

A new alumni survey is being devel- 
oped to analyze which ancillary streams 
students will choose after graduation 
and where they will lead. Under- 
graduate students, with the assistance 
of EPIC and the PE Department's 
kayak class, will use ancillary streams in 
the area to carry them to internships at 
government agencies and congressional 
offices.

Glassy’s Heavenly Training Center 
(HTC) in Southern California. The con- 
tract includes three visits during the 
year by Gary Hustle, one of HTC’s 
consultants who conducts workshops 
for educators in the areas of classroom 
temperature control, student disengage- 
ment, abstractedness, woolgathering 
and depth of thought. 

Hustle said that many times faculty 
and staff do not feel a part of the 
decision-making process at a school. 
But if that process is eliminated, then 
teachers would have no need to feel 
left out. According to Hustle, Unreality 
Therapy needs the support of everyone 
in order to work. The Department of 
Consciousness Raising at Gallaudet has 
approved two years of graduate credit 
for those who meet Unreality Therapy 
course requirements. Required course 
reading includes The Hobbit by J.R.R. 
Tolkien, Watership Down by Richard 
Adams and any Carlos Castaneda 
books. 

Spike Rose-In-Bloom, an MSSD 
social studies teacher who has been 
practicing Unreality Therapy on a per- 
sonal level for years and is one of those 
responsible for introducing the concept 
at MSSD, said he hopes its use will get 
people more in touch with their sub- 
conscious, bring it to a conscious level, 
then let it escape. 

One of the best ways to tell if the 
discipline is working, according to Hus- 
tle, is through teacher flashback. “I 
think Unreality Therapy can really work 
here,” he said. “Everyone seems to 
have a wonderful imagination and a 
good sense of procrastination. The 
more people adopting a ‘Live and Let 
Live’ attitude, the better chance it has 
of working.”
